Aa the cuiniiiittoo ntatoa 
iu ita report tho jieoplo in luauy instances 
are not roprosentud l)y the num whom 
they have chosen to roprescnt them, but 
hy defeated candidates hold over. Tho 
bill in which the proposed change is for- 
mulated is u good one, and there ia a vcly 
good prospect of its becoming law. 

The all absorbing (piuation to-day is 
whore will the nationid doinocratic coii- 
vontion be held. Cnlifm-nia has iniidu a 
very liberal bid for it, nnd one which hna 
added to tho rojiutation of tho golden 
slat's for ontorpriHo and public spirit.

THB CROFTBRS. 

To Tiin EiiiToit : — As tho diacusaioii of 
suggested iiniiiigration i.>f Croftera will 
doiibdeas ahortly come up in tho Provin- 
cial Failiameiit thu following which ap- 
peared in the London i'/iiu-.s of 10th 
.January, on tho "Riots in tho High- 
lands," might not prove uninteresting to 
your readera : 

" No family ever labored more 
^lealously than that which now owns 
tho island of Lewis to discliarge all tho 
duties which are au[)|)oa(!d to bo incum- 
bent upon the ow-tier of land. No people 
have ever more completely frustrated 
benevolent intentions than those who are 
now iu open insurrection. Capital has 
been lavishly expended, the island has 
been intersected with ';road8^i'li^iinpr(>yci- 
meiits of all kinds have been introduced, 
and efforts of every sort have been made 
to raise the people to a higher level of 
[ihysical comfort and of education. Broad- 
ly apcaking the not result of it all is that 
there are three incorrigible loafers leading 
a laz}', hopeless animal existence whore 
formerly there was only one. If more 
capital wore laid out and more land hand- 
ed over to those people, the 
only result would bu that in a few years 
there would be twice as many of them as 
there are now. It ia a ))oi)ulation that 
does not want to rise, but only to have 
enough to eat and to breed. The griov- 
ancoB of "the Lews" are an indolent, un- 
enterprising race, a soft and enervating 
cliniato, and a state of public opinion 
which encnurngos the marriage of boys 
and girls as soon as they reach the age of 
puboifcy. 

A commission of inquiry is now taking 
atejis to uaeortain tho real extent of the 
alleged destitution in the island. If it 
takes any ordinary standard of comfort- 
uljle and decent existence, it will find a 
great deal; if it takes the standard which 
the crofters set up for themselves and 
stick to in apite of all attempts to raise it, 
the cotnniisaiun will find very little. 
Nothing can be easier than to give pictur- 
esquely harrowing accounts of the squalor 
of the people's homes, the poorness of 
their diet, and tho rudeness of their lives. 
But nothing is more difficidt than to sug- 
gest any meitns of bringing these things 
more into accord with more civilized 
notions. When a man insists uptm put- 
ting H wife and a family upon a 
patch of ground which is only 
large enough to keep himself, and 
when ho hands over most of tho poor 
cultivation that patch receives to his wife 
and his children, his elevation in the 
social Bciile becomes a very difficult 
matter. To double his patch looks easy, 
but aa soon as his eldest son is 18, he 
will marry and plant hia wife and family 
upon the aocoiid half, working just as 
little aa his father did before him. An 
indulgent landlord merely doubles tho 
dilhculty of the problem he bequeaths to 
his son, while a courageous one does what 
lie can to deal with the evil at once by 
refusing to break up his sheep farms. If 
there is any way of dealing with tho difii 
culty it lies in sticking lirmly to obedience 
to well-known economic laws, repressing 
all disorders with a firm hand, and giving 
State aid to a comprehensive and effectual 
scheme of colonization. Emigration will 
nut do, especially if dealt with in the 
easy-going, take it or leave it, style which 
has been in vogue hitherto. On one hand 
the people must be left to feel the 
full weight of the penalties pro 
vided by nature for reckless im- 
providence at home, and on the 
other they must bo ofiercd tho means of 
transferring themselves cn manse, at least 
in social groups, to unoccupied portions of 
tho earth. Loose thinking and invertebrate 
benevolence are fur tcio common among 
us now, and will doubtless counsel relc 
giitioii of political economy to Jupiter. It 
would be just aa reasonable to suppose 
that we can banish mechanics to Jupiter 
because we could find it convenient to 
have perpetual motion. Every postpone- 
incnl; uf tho question now facing us in 
Lewis means tho representation of the 
bill with interc't and compound interest 
added to tho uttermost farthing. " 

(Jpiniona regarding tho desirability of 
Crofter immigration to this country great- 
ly dider, as it seems there are crofters 
and croftera, some having the reputation 
of being lazy, ignorant and bigoted to a 
degree, while others are said to poaaess 
exactly opposite qualifications. 

If, however, the imperial govoniment 
find these people troublesome, as they ap- 
pear to be frequently, and consequently a 
heavy charge on the exchequer, the 
authorities would be doubtless quito 
agreeable to their exodus, and this being 
admitted, there is every reason why the 
cost of Bonding the crofters to the colonies 
should be borne by tho Imperial govern- 
ment and not by the colonies receiving 
them. It would bo a very risky experi- 
ment on the part of British Columbia to 
asauino, and the whole question sheuld, 
therefore, be thoroughly coiisidered be- 
fore any responsibility ia assumed in 
the matter.

A third 
waa the body of ii young man with its face 
raw with burns, the legs broken and pre- 
senting at the aaiue time a pitiable and 
lorriblo spectacle.

LATUH. 

The city is in mourning, llaga are at 
half mast upon every ])ule. The list of 
killed has reached twenty-live and it may 
he greater, certainly not lesa. The bodies 
idetitihed liave been taken to undertaking 
rooms to bo ju'epared for burial. Many 
were members of fraternal orders and 
special meetings have been called to ,ir- 
range for the funerals at 10 o'clock this 
mornuig. The coroner's jury convened , 
at the Frisbie House, South Vallojo, arid 
n investigation is under way. The aitu- 
tioii is unchanged. Tho hull of the 
ftilia is in the same place where it went 
down and all morning divors have been 
at work lioping to tind bodies of unfor- 
tunates. They have fqund but one, that 
of Michael Dolan, but in their search 
they have found a large lot of clothes. 
Many of the missing were knocked over- 
board, or to escape the fire jumped into 
tho water and periahod and their bodies 
will not bo recovered for several days. 
Two of the injured men died yesterday, 
viz, ; Jerry Wind and John Allwood. The 
condition of the balance at present is fav- 
orable, although death may yet claim 
Michael Lunny, who is frightfully scalded 
and injured internally. "I'liero are now 
seventeen bodies ready for burial. The 
divors who went down this morning found 
the port boiler blown overboard and the 
starboard boiler torn apart and ia now 
in two pieces. Tho boilers are of lo- 
comotive style, containing two fire boxes 
each. The rupture occurred at the end 
of the taper coursel The fire-box end was 
turned upside-down and thrown forward, 
the bottom striking up against tho oil 
tanks. 'Theae are forced out of place but 
not ruptured. The oil Btill remains in the 
tanks, sliowhig that they did not explode. 
The jury learned that about forty-six 
tickets had been sold on Monday morn-

or the C.P.E., Mr. T. G. Sbaueueasy, Reached 
Victoria Last Night— EipresBes His Satia- 
raullou With the Eflleleucy of the Ser- 
vice In the Hountalus, Ktc, Etc. 

Mr. T. G. Shaugnessy, assistant general 
manager of tho C.P.R., with headquarters 
at Montreal, arrived last night and regis- 
tered at the Driard. To a representative 
of The Coloni.st, Mr. Shaugnessy stated 
that his trip from Montreal to the cooat 
had occupied ton days, he having spent a 
couple of days at Winnipeg, and passed , 
through tho mountains in daylight runs. 
He expressed himself as highly pleased, 
with the efficiency of the service through 
tho mountains. Train service had been 
most satisfactory so far this winter, .there 1 
having been but few detentions of - 
trains from snowslides in .lanuary, and ' 
tho appearance of the mountains at the 
preaont tiino would seem to indicate that 
any further danger from snow has dis- 
appeared. Altogothar tho train service 
can be considered as having boon very 
regular. Tho snow-shoda constructed 
have been of great benefit, tho Blides 
passing over them harmlessly. 

The mountain telegraph service haa 
also been excellent, the line having only 
been down for a few hours at a time. The 
principal obstruction to the telegraph lines 
was experienced east of Winnipeg. 

Mr. Shaugnessy hod a telegram last 
night from Montreal, stating - that emi- 
grants had already commenced to arrive. 
They expected to send in a largo number 
of emigrants thu year to Manitoba and 
tha Northwest.

Tho rules fiu- this de- 
limitation have been fully stilted in tlto 
previously published drafts of the treaty, 
and seem fair eiioiigli, though nobody but 
a fisherman can tell the exact effect of tho 
exclusion of.oortain waters by name.

The real purpose and significance of tho 
treaty ia to be found in the fifteenth 
article and the supplementary protocol. 
It will be remombered that the really im- 
portant privileges for which tho United 
Suites contended, and which wore denied 
it under tho treaty of 1818, were (1) tho 
purchase of fishing supplies, nicluding 
bait, in Canadian ports; (2) tht» tranship- 
ment of lish in bond by land or water to 
the United States; (JJ) tho shipping of 
crews. All these are denied by tlii.s treaty, 
but tho fifteenth article jirovidos that they 
shall bo granted whenever the United 
States admits Canadian fish and fish oil 
into its ports free of duty. Tho explicit 
statement authorized by the administra- 
tration last week that the question of free 
fish did not enter into tho treaty in any 
form seoms to have been a diplomatic 
evasion. Sir Chariot Tuppor has not 
abandoned his ground. Ho still holds 
the fisheries dispute in liia hand as a club 
with which to drive tho United States 
into admitting Canadian fish free; only 
he has transferred the battle from the 
state department to tho sonnto. The 
iiwdiis oifciidi proposed by tlie British 
negotiations pending the ratification of 
tho treaty is in the line of the liftoetitli 
section. It provides that for two years 
American vessels may enjoy all tho privi- 
leges above described as denied by tlie 
treaty but offered in oxchango for free 
trade in lish by the fifteenth section, on 
the ])aymont of ^(1.50 per ton by each 
vessel. Of course tho plain meaning of 
this is that the United States is expected 
to grant free fish within two years. 

The conclusions of Mr. Fryo, who is 
the loading representative of the New 
England sit^. of tho fishery question in 
tho Senate, may be inferred from tlie fact 
tliat ho made a very earnest speech in 
opposition to tho treaty. The objections 
seem to be mainly directed to tho tonnage 
tax which is to bo imposed upon American 
vessels as tho condition of admission to 
Oanadian ports for commercial .privileges. 
This tonnage tax is higher than had been 
supposed from the outlines of the treaty 
which had heretofore been given. Tho 
treaty requires that an American fiahor- 
mnn shall pay a tonnage tax of one dollar 
and a half per ton annually for tho privi- 
leges in Canadian ports. "This," naid 
Congressman Dingloy, "in a fishing vessel 
of four hundred tons burden, would ro- 
quiro a payment of 8(iOO, which is more 
than tho vessel would make in a season." 
Tho surrender of the right to buy bait is 
anuthor point to, which the roprosontatives 
of tho New England filching interest 
strenuously object. They claim that this 
is a right which always belonged to them, 
and which waa gitarantoed to them even 
by tho Treaty of 1818, and tlitit to sur- 
render it is to aliandon a vital right.

If a fellow 
is really hungry he will snatcb at a meal 
f icket as if it were money; Itself. Then 
for tho sick American stranded here there 
is an excellent Institution knovrn as the 
.\meriean hospital well supported, but 
reiiuiriiig a good sum for the extousion of 
its biiddiiiga. The English colony con- 
Iribnto to this Institution when any British 
hubject needs to go there. It is a good 
(•liarity for touring Americans to remem- 
lier. 

So the really deserving American here 
wlio is in actual distretis need not fear 
sl:irvallon. The railway managers always 
give passes out of tho country to men 
(Veil recommended to themjby the benevo- 
lent .society's olllcials. Of cour.so a 
charity pa.'sengc-r is not sent homo in a 
i'lillmaii car, and this is leseuted by tho 
lr;;ini), who Would ask for a special train 
if hi.i nerve were a little more developed.

While ciii- 
sideriug i lie bill, it was idsi. their duty to 
make the provisions such as would 
cheapen litigation, and not make them as 
eumbeivsomo tts the process in the'supreiiie 
court. 

Mr, Boayoji thought the lious'e whs on- 
titled to know '^^hat reaaim thu govern- 
meiii liail for supposing that county co;:rt 
jn.'.gea would bb »|ipi)ilitud dtiriug liie 
present year. 

■ Hon. Mr. Robson s;iiil the lion, geiitle- 
man was (piite right in asking lor infor- 
mation. There was every reason to 
anticipate that the Doiiiinion would ac- 
cede the point and a[>|ioint an additional 
number of county court judges. At j)ie- 
seiit he could not lay the information be- 
fore them as fully as he would like to. 

Mr. Beaveii aaki.'d if the goveniiiiuiit 
had atipiilated that such jmlges .slioiilil ho 
ajipoiiited from tlie b.ar of the province. 

Hon. Mr. llob.soii said it was an un- 
happy way to put it to say stipulate. Ho 
was of tho opinion that there was iileiity 
of material in the iiroviiice from which to 
select tho county court judges. While 
he could not say that such w.-is stipulated, 
yet it was (irelty certain that while the 
ni'eseiit goveniiiient was in power that 
tliey woiilil see that the line suggested 
was followed. 

Hon. Mr. llumphreys did not uiidor- 
staiid the operation of the proposed act, 
tiiid was not aware of the necessity for 
I lie establishment of new courts. 11 
fearud that there was sonietliing bohiinl 
the bill which was not ap|iarinit. Me had 
heard th;it the present jmlges had not, 
enough to keeji lliein oeciiiiied. If 
the hon. gentleiiieii on the govi^rntiieiit 
side of the house acted on what was sug- 
gested from the goveriiiiieiit, of coiiiBe 
they could do so. There was a lack of in- 
dependence on thoir part, however,.which 
should not exist. They sliould be inde- 
pendent like the men of the opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Uobson said the legislative 
wisdom of the province at the time of 
confederation had done away with the 
county court system, but this had hardly 
boon accomplished when it was regretted, 
and for the past ten years there was ,1 
demand for a return of the old .system. 
The supremo court judges were ajipointed 
to act as county court judges to try and 
relieve the deliciency, but this was found 
unsatisfcatory. In 1883, tlie Dominion bad 
acceded to tho retpiesl and appointed one 
county court judge for Cariboo. It was 
the general desire of the province that 
additional judges should be apjiointoJ, 
and in reply to a ipieatioii of thu 
leader of the oiiiiosition iie had stated 
that there waa every prolialiility that a 
number of judges woiilil lie aiipointed. It 
was astonishing that any hon. geiillemaii 
should ex[)re.ss disapproval of the innova- 
tion. The wliole scope of the meaauro 
was for the imrpoae of cheapening litiga 
tion and for giving ijuick and speedy 
justice to every portion of the province 
Instead of being against the iiiteresta of 
the province it was for its best interests. 
The cost of the system was a eiiargo 
against the Dominion govern inoiit, and 
not against the province, and ho was ccr 
tain that there was not 0110 district but 
what would hail with pleasure the iniuK^u- 
ration of the new system. So far as 
selecting the judges from outside tho pro- 
vince WIS concerned, ho had already 
stated that such would not be allowed. 

HoiiBu went into coininittee, Mr. Lad- 
ner in the chair. 

Mr. Bole said, while he had listened 
with pleasure tuid profit to the remarks 
which had fell from the hon, member 
for Comox, yet he was of opinion that tho 
hon. gentleman v.'as altogether out in tho 
matter. i\lr. Bole went fully into the 
many benefits that the institution of 
county courts would confer upon the jiro- 
vincn. Instead of increasing lawj'er's fee.s 
it would liavo a tendency to reduce them, 
for it would allow of open competition in 
county courts for all, which was not now 
tlie case in the supreme courts. The 
boards of trade of Westminster and Van- 
couver and other Hources for expressing 
public opinion, had given voice in favor 
of the county court system. 

Tho hon. goiitleman was further pro- 
ceeding when Hon. Mr. Huinphroys in- 
terrupted with some remark. 

Mr. Bolo — Mr. Chairman, I do not 
think it is right or proper for any hon.
